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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 26-30, 36-41, 43, and 44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly 
anticipated by Melvin, US 5,957,977, which discloses a member in the form of an internal stint 
52 (or a portion thereof) and/or one or more cords 86 affixed to ring 56 or 58 and anchors in the 
form of polyester beads positioned outside the chambers of the heart (column 8, lines 32-39). 
Heart structure geometry is clearly altered by the passage of the cords 86 through cardiac tissue 
and by the atriotomy and ventriculotomy steps (column 8, lines 8-18) and is also altered by 
virtue of the "equalized pressure over the irregularities in the epicardial surface" (column 5, lines 
40-44) and the tightening of the cords 86 (column 8, lines 40-43). The altered state associated 
with the implanted assembly promotes closure of the in situ valve (column 2, lines 51-54). 
Regarding claim 36, the "third" anchor is the means for affixing one of the cords 86 to a ring 56 
or 58 or is at least part of one of the sutures mentioned at column 8, line 10, and the anchors are 
connected to one another via cords 86, internal stint 52, and/or external yoke 70. 
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Claim 42 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Melvin, US 
5,957,977. Anchor pads were well known in the art at the time of the present invention and 
would have been obvious in order to reduce wear at the polyester beads or, in the case of the 
aforementioned sutures, in order to reduce tissue trauma. 

The Applicant's remarks have been considered but are deemed to be moot in view of the 

new grounds of rejection, which were necessitated by the deletion of certain limitations 

pertaining to applied tension. Therefore:
